1876CC  Twenty  Cent  Piece 


In  the  world  of  ultra-rare  coins,  there  are  few 
that  can  compare  with  the  1876CC  twenty  cent 
piece.  It  has  always  been  recognized  as  one  of  a 
very  select  small  group  of  rare  U S.  coins  com- 
pletely free  of  question  about  origin,  authentici- 
ty, and  rarity.  As  such,  the  pride  of  ownership  for 
such  a piece  cannot  be  equated  to  that  of  the 
highly  touted  1804  dollar,  1913  Liberty  nickel, 
1885  trade  dollar,  or  pieces  of  similar  ilk. 

The  1876CC  twenty  cent  piece  is  a genuine  U S. 
issue,  intended  for  circulation  and  a normal  part 
of  U S.  coinage.  Except  for  a strange  quirk  of 
fate,  it  might  have  been  simply  a very  scarce  but 
ordinary  twenty  cent  piece. 

This  unusual  denomination  was  never  popular. 
Like  the  present  Susan  B.  Anthony  dollar,  its  size 
was  too  similar  to  the  quarter's  and  it  was  easily 
confused  with  that  coin.  Despite  the  need  and 
logic  for  a "double  dime"  (a  true  decimal 
denomination),  the  public  never  gave  up  demand 
for  the  quarter  dollar  which  was  based  on  the 
traditional  two  bit  division  of  the  Spanish- 
American  pieces  of  eight. 

The  twenty  cent  series  lasted  only  four  years 
and  during  that  time  circulation  pieces  were 
made  only  in  1875  and  1876,  the  last  two  years  of

minting  being  limited  to  proof  strikings  for  collec- 


tors. The  total  production  for  all  mints  was  small, 
and  public  rejection  of  this  unusual  denomina- 
tion caused  Mint  Director  H R Linderman,  in 
March  1877,  to  instruct  Carson  City  Mint 
Superintendent  James  Crawford  to  melt  all  twen- 
ty cent  pieces  on  hand  and  debit  the  "Silver  Pro- 
fit Fund"  with  any  loss  thereon. 

It  is  estimated  that  only  10  to  14  specimens  of 
this  issue  escaped  the  mass  melting.  The  sur- 
vivors were  probably  part  of  a small  sampling 
sent  to  Philadelphia  for  assay  purposes.  Of  the  re- 
maining pieces,  all  are  now  in  museums  or  promi- 
nent collections.  All  but  two  are  recorded  as  be- 
ing in  uncirculated  condition.  All  have  the  same 
identifying  die  characteristics,  most  predominant 
of  which  is  a pronounced  doubling  of  the  word 
LIBERTY  on  the  shield. 

This  single  available  specimen  of  this  great 
historical  rarity  will  bring  pride  and  joy  to  its  new 
owner  and  unquestionably  will  continue  to  ad- 
vance in  value  as  it  has  in  the  past.  It  is  of 
museum  quality  and  equal  or  superior  in  condi- 
tion to  all  of  the  other  known  pieces. 

Conservatively  graded  as  MS60,  it  is  sharply 
struck  with  lovely  golden-gray  toning.  The  glitter- 
ing semi-prooflike  reverse  has  a somewhat  frosty 
appearance.  There  are  a few  lint  marks  evident  in 
the  right  obverse  field  and  one  on  the  eagle's 
breast,  but  nothing  of  any  major  significance. 

An  analysis  of  the  few  public  offerings  of  this 
major  rarity  reveals  only  a handful  of  major  col- 
lections have  ever  contained  a genuine  1876CC 
twenty  cent  piece.  This  illustrious  list  includes: 
E.A.  Carson,  Cuggenheimer,  Atwater,  Jerome 
Kern,  Edwin  Hydeman,  Wolfson,  Champa  and 
Miles.
